been 
working on this meeting for sev eral 
months and not until just a few day s 
ago did they hav e any assurance 
that it would be a certainty . 
The 
members of the 
association 
were 
more than pleased to obtain a date on 
the Rev . Mr. Orr’s itinerary . 
Union 
meetings hav e been considered and 
planned here for y ears but a monster 
one 
of 
such 
proportions as 
the 
Orr meeting promises to be was nev ­ 
er arranged and carried out success­ 
fully . 
The Rev . Mr. Orr is the minister in 
United Presby terian church and has 
conducted most of his rev iv als in 
that church. 
But many of his suc­ 
cessful meetings hav e been held in 
churches of 
other 
denominations. 
The Rev . Mr. Orr is employ ed as the 
pastor of a church at his home in 
Charlotte, but seldom preaches there. 
Tie employ s an assistant and spends 
most of his time in the ev angelistic 
field. 
It is said that the church re­ 
gard s the pastor with such high es­ 
teem that he is not allowed to resign 
but must go on in that capacity ev en

There is not a church auditorium in 
the city which will hold the crowds 
that are ex pected at the Orr meeting 
and for that reason principally it is 
planned to build a tabernacle.

The work of taking the 
school 
enumeration in Rushv ille is 
now in 
progress and is being done under the 
superv ision of W. E. Wallace of the 
city school board. 
The enumerators 
hav e until April 30 to 
complete the 
work. 
The utmost care will be taken by 
those in charge of 
the 
work to 
enumerate ev ery person of a school 
age, between the y ears of six and 
twenty -one y ears. 
The school trus­ 
tees desire that the public assist the 
enumerators as much as possible in 
the work and supply them with the 
names of all within their households 
of a school age. 
Special 
precaution is 
needed in 
taking the enumeration in order that 
the city can secure as large a fund as 
possible from the school appropria­ 
tion. 
The div ision is made on a per 
capita basis and the more of a school 
age reported the more money the city 
will receiv e for school purposes. The 
enumerators are required to secure 
from parents and guardians a sworn 
statement that the number of school 
children reported is correct. 
Tn this city the 
interest 
in the 
school enumeration this y ear is un­ 
usually great because of the belief 
that the population of the city as 
shown by the 19 10 census is incor­ 
rect. 
J udging from the local option 
election figures there are more than 
49 25 in Rushv ille and it is believ ed 
that the enumeration will show be­ 
tween 5 000 and 0000 inhabitants. 
Charles A. Greathouse, State sup­ 
erintendent of public instruction, has 
issued the following statement: 
“ The enumeration must be taken 
between the 10th and 30th of April. 
Only unmarried persons 
are enum­ 
erated. 
Tt. is not legal to enumerate 
persoms who were 21 y ears old prior 
to April 10 or who will not bo 0 y ears 
old until after April 30. 
Tt is illegal 
to 
enumerate 
persons 
attending 
school in a corporation, hut whose 
parents or guardians liv e elsewhefe. 
Enumerators must, be paid by the 
day . and any other plan of pay ing 
enumerators is illegal. 
In cities a 
sufficient 
number of 
enumerators 
should be employ ed to do good, ac­ 
curate work. 
Since all of the work 
must be done in twenty day s, poor 
work can not be rectified after 
the 
time has ex pired. 
Phenomenal in­ 
creases in enumeration will be in­ 
v estigated.”

It was ex pected that a motion for 
a new trial in the case of the State 
against Ben Noble, who was conv ict­ 
ed for murder in the first degree in 
the last term of court, for the killing 
of Albert Sprague of Decatur county , 
would be filed today , but it was not 
forthcoming at a late hour this after­ 
noon.

The jury returned

Donald Smith of the law firm of 
Smith, Cambem & Smith, who are 
employ ed as attorney s for the de­ 
fense, said this afternoon that the 
motion for a new trial will be v ery 
v olunsnaous. 
It contains six ty ,para­ 
graphs in which ex ceptions are taken 
to J udge Alonzo Blair’s instructions 
to the jury . 
It will be remembered 
that the court gav e forty -nine para­ 
graphs in his instructions and that 
the defense asked for instructions on 
ten other things which wer£ > not in­ 
corporated by the court. 
The local 
attorney s hav e prepared that part of 
the motion while the Greensburg firm 
has prepared that part of the motion 
which pertains to new ev idence. 
J ohn Osborne of the law firm of 
Osborne & Harding of 
Greensburg, 
was hero this afteronon and spent 
most of the time with Ben Noble in 
the jail. 
Tt has been his work to 
prepare that part of the motion in 
which an effort will be made to show 
that new ev idence will be introduced 
if a new trial is allowed by the court. 
Tt has been intimated that the at­ 
torney s for Noble bad found some 
new ev idence that will be beneficial 
to Noble and that it is sufficient to 
cause the court to grant the motion 
for a new trial. It has been rumored 
that the new ev idence is of a v ery 
sensational nature and that

The argument on the motion for a 
new trial will not be held until the 
nex t term of court so it is said, as 
J udge Blair is now busy hearing the

HOUSE CAUCUS TAKES ACTION 


Following the Disposition of the Cana­ 


dian Reciprocity Agreement, Upon 


Which There W ill Be No Delay, the 


W a y s and Means Committee W ill 


Bring a Bill Designed to Reduce the 


Cost of Living. 


Washington, April 
12.—The 
first 
thing considered by the house of rep­ 
resentatives will be Canadian reci­ 
procity . 
Accepting President Taft’s 
pledge that he would not prorogue con­ 
gress, the house caucus of Democrats 
which met last night decided to act on 
reciprocity first and then bring in a 
bill putting many necessaries of life 
on the free list. 
The free list bill, 
which will be brought into congress 
immediately after reciprocity , will in­ 
clude the following: 
Agricultural im­ 
plements, such as plows, harrows, 
reapers, binders and mowers; boots 
and shoes; saddles and saddlery ; wire 
fencing; baling wire; cotton bagging 
and ties; coarse sacks; burlap; lum­ 
ber; flour; dressed meats and meat 
products, and sewing machines. 
Within two weeks the Democrats 
will hold another caucus to decide 
upon their course with regard to the 
woolen and cotton schedules. It is in 
evitable that they will take action on 
these schedules, but after the way s 
and means committee has decided on 
the reductions that they think are 
proper they desfre to have the Demo­ 
cratic membership of the house get to­ 
gether and give their indorsement to a 
bill embody ing the committee recom­ 
mendations. 
The way s and means 
Democrats desire to get the recipro­ 
city bill through the house and over 
to the senate and to act upon the gen­ 
eral measure carry ing*the above items 
before taking up any further details 
of the tariff. 
It was practically decided that reci­ 
procity , the free list bill and the wool­ 
en and cotton schedules should be the 
only propositions on which the Demo­ 
crats will caucus. 
This means that 
wiiile there will be no party caucus on 
the election of senators by direct vote 
of the people, the publicity of cam­ 
paign contributions and the other 
items of the general legislative pro­ 
gram already indorsed by the house 
Democrats those measures may be 
brought in at any time and acted on as 
general propositions of party policy in 
the regular way .

T ying Up Railroads. 
El Paso, T jejx. , April 12.—Insurrectos 
have advanced north. 
The Mexico 
Northwestern railroad, the Pearson 
road, is tied up again. 
Officials In 
Juarez, if they know* what the trouble 
is, declined to state. Durango is still 
cut off from railroad communication 
because of burned bridges. The road 
between Chihuahua and Torreon is 
again cut, and once more Chihuahua 
is isolated completely . 
Twenty miles south of Cananea, the 
federáis advancing on Arizpa encoun­ 
tered a band of insurrectos mining the 
road with dy namite, and killed almost 
a score, routing the entires?comrrtand, 
of which a number were Americans. 
The women folk of the entitre Ter­ 
razas family passed through here en 
route to California. 
They have not 
been in Chihuahua, their home, for 
several months, and are now leaving 
Mexico City . 
The war in Chihuahua 
was brought about to a large ex tent 
by the Terrazas family . 


Johnson to Be Buried at Brooklyn. 
Cleveland. O., April 12.—There will 
be no funeral services for Tom L. 
Johnson in Cleveland. The body was 
removed from the Whitehall, where 
Mr. Johnson died, to the Johnson fam­ 
ily apartments in the Knickerbocker, 
and this afternoon it was taken to the 
union passenger station and convey ed 
to Brookly n, N. Y. 
The burial will 
take place at Greenwood cemetery 
there tomorrow' forenoon at 11:30. 


A four-mile race will be a feature at 
one of the Kentucky tracks this fall. 
The 1911 baseball season in Wash­ 
ington opened today with President 
Taft in the grandstand.

Congressman Barnhart’s Bili for 


a New Department. 


Washington April 12.—The claims 
of children upon the nation have been 
formally recognized in congress. 
A bill of wide interest to educators, 
philanthropists and associations gen­ 
erally w'as introduced by Representa­ 
tive Barnhart of Indiana. 
The bill 
provides for the establishment in the 
department of commerce and labor of 
the “children’s bureau.” 
The bureau shall investigate and re­ 
port upon all matters pertaining to the 
welfare of child life and investigate 
the questions of infant mortality , of 
the birth rate, phy sical degeneracy , 
sanitary conditions of schools and or­ 
phan homes, juvenile delinquency , ju­ 
venile 
courts, desertion, 
dangerous 
employ ment and such other infbrma- 
tion as may have a bearing upon the 
health, efficiency , character and wel­ 
fare of human life.

The Man Who Had Entertained Mil­ 


lions V/ith H is Puzzles. 
New York, April 12.—Samuel Lloy d 
is dead at his home in Brooy ly n. The 
children of more than three genera­ 
tions have known Samuel Lloy d and 
his puzzles. 
Fifty y ears ago, when a 
y oung man Lloy d, educated as a civil 
engineer at German* universities, in­ 
vented in an idle moment thè famous 
“donkey puzzle” of which over a bil­ 
lion copies have since been printed. 
With the money made from the first 
attempt in the field of puzzle making 
Lloy d shrewdly invested in real estate 
and Wall street stocks. 
Tn his Wall 
street investment he never traded on 
margin but bought outright. 
Some 
of his best known puzzles are “Fifteen 
block,” “Get off the earth” and the 
“donkey .” 
As a y oung man Lloy d not only in­ 
vented, but drew, engraved, set up 
and printed his own puzzles, but in 
later y ears he left this to others. He 
believed in puzzle practice as a means 
of education for y ouths of stunted 
mentality . 
His theory was that 
child who normally detested mathem­ 
atical problems if interested in figures 
from 
the 
puzzle 
end 
w'ould 
un­ 
consciously teach himself to think 
properly , concentrate his mind, and 
in the end acquire the same facility 
in dealing with mathematical prob­ 
lems of an identical nature as those 
treated in the puzzle with much less 
wrear and tear upon his gray matter, 
and in a far more congenial way .
